Fate of Jake Schwenk 
Now Rests. 


Case W^as Finished at 3 
This Afternoon. 


The 
murder 
case 
of Jacob M. 
Schwenk, the New Butl'alo man who 
s.iruck Henry DeVinne went to the jury 
at 3:10 ihia afternoon. 


Mr. Valentine finished his address 
this afternoon and Judire Coolidge de- 
livered his lirst charge to a jury in a 
murder case. 


The charge, both sides aeree. was 
fair and impartial. 
It is hardly ex- 
pected that from the evidence and the 
charge that the jury will convict the 
defendant. 


The court instructs the jury that 
there are cases where the kilUni of a 
person may constitute murder without 
an actual design to kill by the killer as 
In cases of yross carelessness and reck- 
lessness, but these cases have no appli- 
cation to the ca.se before you. 


If you have any reasonable douljt as 
10 whetaer Schrt'enk told DeVinne to 
leave the saloon before he placed hands 
on him, the defendant is entitled to 
tliat doubt. One cannot be convicted 
of manslaughter unless his act 
which 
caused the death was unlawful I charge 
you that the killing of a person oy an- 
other may or not be unlawful. 


If unlawful, with malice it is murder, 
if unlawful without malice it is man- 
slaughter. if done in self defense it is 
justifiable and e.xcusable, and if doue 
by accident or misadventure it is ex- 
cusable if the 
defendant 
was 
not 
entraged in an unlawful act at the time 
he struck or slapped DeVinne. 


as to get a ciiauce to ''answer" him. 
but the prosecutor decided to speak 
but oDce and that to close the case. 


Kx-Judge OT-Iara made the opening 
speech for the defense. He was at his 
best and surprised his friends who had 
been expecting to hear a treat. 
He 
quoted law and evidence and interwove, 
them into his theory of innocence that 
had a marked eiTecton the jury. 


The priucii)al speecli for the defense 
was made by .lames O'Hara. 
who 
talked for nearly two hours yesterday 
afternoon and had not finished when the 
court adjourned. He had no way near 
completed his argument and resumed 
his speech this morning. 


Mr. O'Hara made it as warm as any 
orthodox jireacher could for one of the 
people's witnesses, .fohn P. llau. and 
accused him of perjury and trying to 
&end Schwenk to the penitentiarv. 


''Thou Shalt not kill." said the attor- 
ney, "was one of the laws delivered on 
•Sinai. This was not the first command- 
ment, not the one eiveu the greatest 
importance. 
Next to it, with only one 
between, is 'thou shalt not bear false 
witness affainst thy neighbor.' 
In the 
sight of H'.m who uttenid these com- 
mands it is as great a sin to bear false 
witness against your neighbor as to 
jake his life. It is an awful thing to 
kill a man. 
It is awful to know you 
have killed a man. 
It U awful to kill 
him through accident, but worse with 
¡a gun or pistol or poison, but worse 
¡than all is? to come up and »wear away 
ja neighbor's life. That's what the law 
1 given on 
Sinai al>out false witness 
meant. 
It is worse to take a life this 
I way than by phy.-jical means 


"Uau tells you he cut Schwenk. 
At 
the hearing before the magistrate he 
didn't make this important statement. 
I asked him befo re you, gentlemen, 
why he didn't tell it at the hearing. 
He replied tnat he was afraid of 'in- 
criminating' himself. That is a word 
that men like Uau are not familiar 
with, and where did Rau learn about 
•incriminating' himself/ Breece," was 
the answer as the speaker pointed a 
scornful ringer at the Michigan City 
attorney. 


He continued that lUu had black- 
ened his soul and he assigned as a rea- 
son the fact that he had been humili- 
ated by Si'hwenk by being knocked 
down in his saloon. 


James O'Hara finished his address to 
the jury this morning and was followed 
by Attorney Gore, who made one of 
those eloquent pleas for which he has 
won a wide reputation. 
In his address 
he said: 


"Mr. 
tireece, of 
Michigan 
City 
brought in the argument that DeVinne 
was a member of the G. A. R. Post 
thinking to work on your sympathies. 
The sorrow for the DeVinne family or 
the sorrow for the Schwenk family 
must not interfere with your verdict, 
for if you find that 
Mr. DeVinne 
was struck with raalicioua intent you 
must bring in a verdict of guilty, but, 
on the other hand if you thinlc that 
this act was done in self-defence, then 
vou muist bring in a verdict of not guil- 
ty." 


He appealed not for mercy but for 
justice. 


Mr. Valentine in his opening plea 
said that as he had a bad headache he 
would find it hard work to do justice ti> 
his work, but would endeavor to make 
himself as clear as possible. 
He pro- 
duced the pair of shoes that Schwenk 
wore at the time of the affair and 
showed the three distinct holes where 
a knife had pierced it. The testimony 
of Mr. Rau and others was read through 
to prove that DeVinne had no knife, 
and on this point the prosecutor made 
a strong argument. 


Mr. Valentine made excellent use 
of the 
evidence and 
the law 
that 
favored the beople and left a good im- 
pression upon the jury.

1 am telling you this because I know 
thut at hoiuo in America we associate 
It with tho Euglish and pat it in Eng­ 
lishmen's mouths iu our anecdotes, as 
if it were a matter of course that it 
irfiould bo used to give a local color to 
an £uglish story. Americans come here 
and make use of the word for the comic 
value that they attach to it, and yet 1 
Mtnre my readers that if they tried to 
think of any really disgusting term they 
had ever heard and made use of instead 
they oould not more startle or shock 
Iheie English ears. 


English sailors have brought the 
word “ bloody" to our shores—suilors 
and priasefighters and stablemen, and 
only fuoh persons cling to it here. 
W hat we consider a very much fouler 
'Wprd has a vastly wider oiroulatiou, 
t>nt is not eonsidered as bad as 
bloody. '* All this is very strange and 
t«qnires a native to explain it, especial 
ly as “ bloody" is merely the contrae 
tion of the oath “ by our l«ady." which 
was more or less commonly used In the 
ancient days wftien tliis was a Boman 
Pitholio oonntry.

Hen. Justin U. Whiting', the demo­ 
cratic candidate for g:overnor of Michi­ 
gan, spoke to a lar^u and attentive 
audiencc at Conkey's hall la;^t nii?ht. 
The meeting was presided over by 
Attorney James O’Hara of St. Joseph 
and on the platform were 
several 
leading 
democrats. 
Following 
Mr. 
Whiting, Hon. R. I. Jarvis. Hon. J. W. 
Fletcher and Judge O’Hara spoke. 


Mr. Whiting is a buslne.-«s man and 
vice president of a bank at St. Clair. 
He is not an orator, but a man of good 
ability and power to express himself 
clearly and forcibly. 


The candidate used most of his time 
In answering the questions propounded 
to him In last night’s l*ulladlum and to 
every question he made a very plausi­ 
ble and pleasing answer. The fact 
tbatthe Farmers 
Mcfehants bank 
had a (luarter of a million dollars In 
its vaults was no proof that there was 
loo much money. 
“ I am vice presi­ 
dent of a bank where I live and we, 
too, have too much Idle money und 
that Is why I tind fault. There l.s no 
Iciiltlmate tleld for the Investment of 
tills money. 1 lake no i.s.sac with ba ik? 
I believe in them, but 1 do object to 
banks of Issue as a menace to tt»e 
country. They print paper and chartre 
the people Interest on something they 
haven’t got. Tne reason ih.it bunks 
have this Idle money is that there is no 
business enterprise, with rare excep­ 
tion, that is In a ))osltion to as^ for aii* 
dltlonal credit. A merchant at Berrien 
Sprlnirs this afternoon told me that he 
had been discharging his clerks und 


was now|(loing all his business himself 
and was losing money and wanted to 
sell out.” 


The candidate (fleclared that he was 
in favor of the government ownership 
of railroads and tnis sentimenl was 
roundly applauded. 


He ?*ead from the Palladium that 
there was $-25,000,000 of gold In the 
treasury. This he said was true and 
on top of this there was $125,000,000 In 
other money in the treasury, making a 
surplus of $350,000.00l> in the treasury, 
put there by the excessive taxes of the 
Dingley bill. He wondered how the 
republican party would explain the 
fact that it had issued $200.000,000 of 
war bonds wlien it had this large sum 
of money in tlie treasury. 


•‘The i*e|)ublican candidate for gov­ 
ernor recently stated before a Detroit 
convention tiuit tlie trouble with the 
country was underconsumption.

century an Irish

Porter settled near Philadel­ 
phia. Among his sons

Andrew, whom he tried to make into 
a farmer and then, like his brothers, 
into a carpenter. 
But Andrew would, 
aave nothing to do with the plow or 
the plane. He hid in corners, poringi 
over some mathematical 
books that 
had come into his possession. 


One day he found the design of a 
Kiin-dial in one of them, and resolved to 
make one. He walked eight miles to a 
i?oapstone quarry, found a slab and 
carried it home on his back. Full of 
«eal he w'ent to his brothers’ shop and 
used 
their saws and chisels in his 
work. When they came home in tlio 
evening the dial was finished, Andrew 
was triumphant, but every tool in the 
shop was nearly or quite ruined. They 
drove him into the street in a fury of 
dnger and contempt. 


His father, now convinced that he 
was an 
idle good-for-nothing, 
who 
would never fully earn his bread, bade 
him go and fit himself for school teach­ 
ing. w'hich he called the "lazy man's 
work.” 


Andrew gave himself to hard study 
for the summer and then w'ent to the 
astronomer, David Rittenhouse, and 
asked him to lend him a book on conic 
sections.

Those who have studied rocks from 
the point of view of their 
magnetic 
properties, observes a writer in Na­ 
ture, have long been aware of the ex­ 
istence of certain isolated portions, or 
ssones, endowed w’ith intense magneti­ 
zation, the distribution of which, in 
general, bears no fixed relation to tho 
direction of the earth’s magnetic field. 
The theory has been frequently 
ad­ 
vanced that these singular points owe 
their magnetization to discharges of 
lightning, and this theory is said to 
have received a remarkable confirma­ 
tion at the hands of Dr. G. Folgheraiter 
who finds, as a result of numerous ob­ 
servations of the remains of walls and 
ancient buildings in the Homan Cam- 
pagna, that these structures frequently 
exhibit singular points and zones in 
every respect identical with those ob­ 
served in rocks. 
It is suggested that 
the presence of singular points in walla 
might be accounted for by supposing 
that they had existed in the stone be­ 
fore it was used for building; but this 
explanation is incapable of accounting 
for the singular zones in which a num­ 
ber of adjacent stones, as well as the 
mortar connecting them, were found 
to be so powerfully magnetized that 
even a small detached portion of the 
mortar was capable 
of defiecting a 
compass needle through 180 degrees. 
These zones could only have derived 
their magnetization after the w'all had 
been built, and the presence, in some 
cases, of cracks down the wall in the 
aeighborhood of the singularities, such 
as would be caused by lightning, tends 
to confirm the present theory of their 
origin.

■chool about Frederick the Great and 
will be Intereated in a good story about 
him.
